She can hang 
hsr fate on either Turkish or Italian help because if Austria is destroyed then Italy or 
Turkey will be next in line. An Italian-Turkish alliance versus Russia is highly un- 
workable and the l&t likely 2 way allinacs to emerge from the Austrian defeat* Diplo- 
matic cards can also be played with Russia for fear that an English -Turkish alliance 
might emerge in end game* However* we have seen the threads of the Hussa-Turkish 
alliance already form over the negotiated demilitariaation of the Blace Sea. Russia's 
capture of Rumania precludes land intervention into Austria and thus Russia' s only sPall
